Towards night the propriety of lynching him 
was freely discussed, but nothing was done. 
About 1 o’clock this morning, however, 
twenty resolute men broke into the jau, and 
with great difficultv broke open his cell and 
grasped him. He said: **Don’t, boys; this is 
too rough.”? The iyncbers carried him to the 
railroad track, a few rods away, rested a lad- 
der against a telegraph pole, looped one end 
of it around his neck and, throwing it over a 
round of the iadder, hoisted away. He was 
dead in a few moments. The lynchers kept 
the crowd back with drawn revolvers, and 
as soon as the work was done, scattered in 
all directions. Tribbetts, who was only 17 
vears old, made a full confession last night. 
He laughed at the crowd that met him yes- 
terday morning, but became depressed at 
night. ‘The lynchers will probably not suffer 
for their crime.

The Brookfield Bank Robbers Taken 
Alive. 


The Daring Bandits Surrounded by a 
Citizens’ Posse, 


Details of the Parsuit and Fight—Oun the 
Trail, 


BROOKFIELD, June 9 —The pursuit of the 
Brookfield bank robbers has been kept up 
unremittingly since Wednesday night. Large 
forces of Men from a! the surrounding towns 
are sched the neighborhood. The Brook- 
fieldparty, headed by City Marshal Mc- 
Arthur, came up with the robbers at Winna- 
gan Ford in the darkness, and were immedi- 
ately fired upon. Three horses were killed, 
but none of the men were injured 
except voung Ike Marshali, who was 
wounded in the hand. All parties 


then scattered, the robbers going ina north- 
easterly direction and striking into the thick- 
ly, wooded country around Mussle Fork 
Knobs, northwest of Macon. They lost two 
revolvers,a false beard and ahat. The rob- 
bers were surrounded in a field about twelve 
miles west of Kirkaville,on the Chariton river. 
They are bemmed inbv five hundred men 
from Lion, Sullivan, Macon and Adair coun- 
ties, and will be shot down without mercy if 
they attempt to break through. The robbers 
ure now known to be the same men who have 
been stopping on the Harper farm 
in Adair county during the past three 
weeks. The two banks of Brookfield 
have offered a reward of $500 for the capture 
of the men, dead or alive. At 10's o’clock 
last night a company of about tifiy heavily 
armed men left Brooktield by speciai train for 
Kirksville, with Frank Leadle as captain. LI 
the gang is caught they will be lynched sum- 
marily. [tis believed that they will surrender 
before any lives are lost, unless they are 
wanted elsewhere for offenses involving capi- 
tal punishment. The denial that Frank James 
is the Jeader of the gang is more emphatic 
than before. 


Attempted Rescue Feared.

The Prosecution of the Star Route 
Ring so fara Fizzle. 
Committees— Proceedings in Congress— 
Capitol Chatter—Gossip. 


Star-Route Trials. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—In the Criminal 
Courtthis morning the Government called 
ex-Attorney-General MacVeagh as the first 
witness in the Star-route cases. MacVeagh 
testified he had aconversation wilh Rerdell in 
Jiune,’8l. Merrick asked witness to give the 
details of the entire conversation tothe best 
of his recollection. Objected to on the 
ground that witness must give the date of 
the interview to make it competent evidence 
and for other reasons. 

Mr. Totten deemed the evidence was com- 
petent for any purpose in this trial. The 


date of the conspiracy was placed in ’79 and 
this confession was made long afterward in 
J ne, 1881. 

Ingersoll argued no one would contend 
that Rerdell’s confession was intended to 
further the objects of the conspiracy. It was 
necessary to provethe existence of the con- 
spiracy before trying tointroduce such evi- 
dence as this. 

Merrick was about to reply,when the court 
interrupted him to inquire whether he was 
prepared to assert that the confession was in- 
tended to help along the conspiracy, because 
if it was not, regardless of other facis, it 
would certainly not be good evidence against 
Rerdell. 

Merrick replied he thought that question 
could beat be answered by hearing the testi- 
mony. \ 

Judge Wylie—But you must first prove 
that there was a conspiracy. 

Merrick asserted the confession was the 
best possible proof of the existence of a con- 
spiracy. 

Judge Wvlie—Oh no; I think you are 
wrong and the contrary proposition is true. 

Merrick—But the body of the dead man 
may never be found, 

Judge Wyiie—You must prove that he has 
been missing for along time before assuming 
him to be dead. 

The court, in answer to an inquiry by Mer- 
rick, replied even if he should be prepared to 
show that every one of the de- 
fendants had made separate acknow!l- 
edgments of having engaged in a conspiracy, 
it would not be admissiple evidence. A con- 
spiracy must be made out by circumstances. 
If this confession should prove that Rerdell 
met certain of the defendants on certain occa- 
sions perhaps it would be admissible. The 
prosecution should confine their question to 
facis which would prove the conspiracy, 
This Was a very lijportant pointin the case. 

Ingersoll—Yes, if your Honor please, it is 
the whole of it. 

Ingersoll ciosed the argument on this point, 
which he regarded as one of the bighest 
importance. by saying that he regarded 
the failure of the Government to produce any 
authorities as prima facie evidence that the 
law was altogether on his side. 

At the conclusion of Ingersoli’s argument 
Judge Wyiie decided the evidence was not 
admissible at this stage of the trial. When 
he was Satisfied from the evidence of the ex- 
istence ofa conspiracy he would allow this 
testimony to be introduced. Judge Wrylie 
concluded by saying a person could only con- 
vict himself by cenfes-ion, and could not even 
do that until the crime was first made out. 

Merrick remarked of course this decision 
would compel him to postpone the introduces 
tion of the testimony he had proposed to in-, 
troduce, and MacVeagh was then excused.

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THE DEATH TRAP. 
Quirino Gaitan Hanged fora 
Murder at a Fandango. 

Gray Executed for Killing His Son—De- 
tails of the Executions—The 


Crimes.

BROWNSVILLE, TEX., June 9.—Quirino 
Gaitan was hanged here this afternoon in an 
open lot, nearly in front of the Court-house, 
the jail yard being too small for a public exe- 


cution. The scaffoid was guarded by forty 
Deputy Sheriffs composed of the best 
citizens. Animmense crowd was present. 


Many came lasi night from forty miles 
off and camped out. Mostof the spectators 
were Mexicans. The gallows was near the 
bank ofthe Rio Grande, and thousands of 
Mexicans lined the opposite bank. Some 
threats of rescue were made, but not carried 
out. Gaitan died game. He walked out 
to the scaffold and spoke 
a lot of bosh on the gallows in Spanish. The 
drop was over five feet. The gallows was. a 
double trap, sprung by a man concealed in a 


box at the back, and Gaitan dropped through 
in view of the crowd. 
THE CRIME. 

Quirino Gaitan’s execution here to-day was 
in explation of one brutal murder, and what 
at the time, it was thought, would prove an- 
other. Onthe night of the 15th of last Au- 
gust Gaitau attended Ramon Villareal’s fan- 
dango, near the town. He and _ two 
companions swaggered around the ball 
space, when Gaitan trod on the 
foot of Luz Contreras, ‘‘Are you driving a 
cart, sir?’ asked the latter. Gaitan an- 
swered, ‘* Don’t vou like it?” to which Con- 
treras replied, “‘Why, how should I like it, 
sir’’? Gaitan then applied a Spanish oath to 
Contreras and said, “Take that, then, and see 
how you likeit?” at the same moment plung- 
ing his knife into the defenseless man’s back, 
Contreras walked afew steps and fell dead. 
Holding his bioody knife above his head, 
Gaitan then leaped over the benches as if to 
flee. He was followed by Policeman Rens, 
who called upon him to surrender. With an 


awful oath in Spanish the mur- 
derer exclaimed: ee will show 
you how I surrender,’’ and, rushing 


upon the officer, he furiously stabbed him in 
the body with the same knife, which was still 
reeking with the blood of Contreras. The 
ofticer was borne away and his wounds were 
pronounced mortal by the surgeon, but with 
skill and care he survived. 


A Private Execution. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va., June 9.—Armistead 
Gray, colored, was hanged about noon at 
Powhatan Court-house, thirty miles distant. 
‘The execution was privatein the jail yard. 
A high barricade was built around the scaf- 
fold to keep out the spectators. Thousands 
thronged the streets. Gray slept well last 
night and going tothe scaffold said he was 
ready to die. Only two reporters, one clergv- 
man and the county officers were admitted, 
fifteen in all. 


THE CRIME, 

Gray killed his son, a boy about 14 years 
old, by striking him on the head with an ax- 
handle. The boy’s offense was simply steal- 
ing molasses out of a molasses can 
in the cupboard. The murder was as coward- 
ly as it was brutal, and, following close 
upon another almost of a similar characrer, 
created intense excitement throughout the 
county, especially among the colored people. 
The jury that tried the case was composed 
partly of white and partly of colored men, 
aud they were not long in agreeing: upon a 
verdict. Gray had indicated that he pre- 
ferred dying upon the gallows to death in 
any other shape. 

He has been visited by ministers of the Gos- 
pel, who have prayed with him and urged 
the great necessity of a change of heart, but 
the condemned man clings to the belief that 
the religion be professed twenty years ago is 
all that is needful to carry his soul to glory. 
He joined a secret organization 
some years ago and claims that, having fol- 
lowed the teachings of that order so long, 
never Violating any of the rules and regula- 
tions governing it in the least, he will go di- 
rect to heaven. He eats heartily and is look- 
ing as Well as any one in his fix could look. 
Recently he entered into an agreement with a 
young physician of that county, 
The agreement was that ifthe young doctor 
would give Gray }, he couidhave his body 
after he is hung. The money was given and 
Gray used it for buying tobacco—a thing 
which be says he finds great relief in, because 
it quiets his nerves and has a seothing effect 
on his whole system. He is ahard chewer 
and seems to love tobacco almost as much as 
he values his life.

BRIC-A-BRAC. 
How the sthetical People are Badly 
Swindled. 
From the New York Times. 

Beware of bric-a-brac. It is a snare and a 
delusion. Ifthe tricks of the most astute of 
dealers fool even the Frenchman in that great 
art center of Paris, how can we hope that the 
simple American, even though he be a New 
Yorker ora Bostonian, can be cute enough 
to escape the snares so warily set for him? 
When we see that the directors of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art have paid over a hun- 
dred thousand dollars for the veriest trash 
and are still deligntfully unconscious of their 
ever having been bumbugged, how mav we 
expect that jess pretentious individuals should 
escape the fieecing? In china, enamels, 
bronzes, ivories, arms, coins, the bric-a-brac 
trapper is always around, and his victims are 
many. France manufactures, most especially 
for her home market, for Enzland and Ameri- 
ca, her old Rouen ware and Sevres. She can 
turn you out Saxe in quantity, at a month’s 
notice, adapted to the particular wants of 
the ceramic maniac. Limoges enamels are 
especially dangervus. A manufacturer works 
onthem by the wholesale, imitating the old 
subjects. He is honest enough to sell them 
ontheir own merits, but when the Limoges 
gets into the hands of the unscrupulous 
dealer, be buries themin moist earth for a 
mouth, and then they date back from the 
fifteenth century. There is that famous 
Henry II. ware. Their number is limited. 
The original pieces you can count on your 
fingers. Still, mew ones are aiwavs turning 
up. These are manufactured. Toe brand- 
new objects are treated to fluorhydric acid, 
and in ten minutes they ucquire an oid look. 
This little trick, which costs not more than 
ten cents to accomplish, increases marvelously 
the cost of such ware. Froma vase being 
worth, say $5, the price augments at a jump 
to $1,000. Be on your guard, ye American 
traveiers who go to Paris, as to the purchase 
of areal old Regency clock. Such ciocks in 
bronze are cast by the ton every dav in Paris, 
and then touched up by tools so as to re- 
semble the work of Boule.

THE NEMESIS. 
A Passenger Ship Well Named—An Aw- 
ful Steerage. 
From the New York Sun. 

Secretary Jackson, of the Emigration Com- 
mission, took testimony yesterday at Ward’s 
Island about the treatment of immigrants 
who arrived 9n May 28 on the Royal Nether- 
lands steamship Nemesis, from Amsterdam. 
KR, Kt. H. toe Laer, general agent of the steam- 
ship company, was present. 

John Duhlieg, a Hollander, testified;that he 
bought passenger tickets for the steamship 
Castorin March. When he arrived at Am- 
sterdam with his wife and four children the 
Castor had sailed. He took passage on the 
Nemesis. The company found him board and 
lodging while he waited. The Nemesis sailed 
on May 10. He had good quarters aboard 
Ship. Others had bad quarters. Single men 
and women were in one apartment. Tne meat 
and bread were generally good. Fi‘esh meat 
was given out on the two first days only of 
the voyage. The first six days there was 
fresh water. On the seventh day he and his 
family drank salt water. Complaint was 
made, and thereafter fresh water distilled 
from salt water was given out. It was not 
cold, but was good. ijl his children became 
sick when the ship was seven days out. A 
girl, three years old, died after landing at 
Castle Garden. The doctor had seen her of- 
ten, but bad never prescribed anything. She 
Was putin the hospital ward after she had 
been sick three days. He and others had 
seen the doctor drunk while attending to pa- 
tients. He thought twelve children had died 
on the vovage. ‘Three were dead when the 
ship arrived. He understood that ali but 
these three had been buried” at sea. Some 
received plenty and some hardly anything. 
There were tables enough for only half tne 
passengers. The steward, purser and doc- 
ter were all Hollanders. 

Egbert Wegter gave similar testimony. 
His two children became sick with throat 
disorders on May 25. He tried to get the 
doctor five omsix times, but the doctor never 
came. The doctor was often drunk. Both 
children died at the hospital here. The wit- 
ness believed the water made them sick. 
The water used to thin the condensed milk 
that was given to the chil(diren was bad, and 
the children would not drink the mixture. 
He believed that thirteen children died, but 
could not tell how many, for it was kept 
quiet. The children were certainly buried at 
sen early in the morning or late at night. 
The young women in the steerage could get 
sugar for nothing. When he wanted some 
for his sick children he was compelled to buy 
it. The steerage stewards sold herrings and 
zWieback to passengers. Mrs. Wegter cor- 
roborated this testimony. 

Dr. Geo. M. Tuttie, physician-in-chief of 
the emigrants’ hospital on Ward’s Island, 
testified that the complaints were corroborat- 
ed by the general testimony of passengers on 
the Nemesis. When the steamer arrived 
some of the chiidren were suffering from 
measies, Others from intestinal troubles. 
Nearly all Were emaciated. Two were liter- 
ally skeletons. Five died after arrival. One 
of the passengers being asked the ductor’s 
name produced a vaccination card signed 
“Dr. Gramberg.” Dr. Tuttle added that an- 
other child bad just died in the bospital, and 
still another was in a critical condition.

Since his incarceration a short, 
scraggy, gray beard has grown and his ap- 
pearance was anything but heaithy. When 
called upon to answer to the three indict- 
ments hefpleaded guilty to the first, charging 
him with defrauding Dr. Bozeman. He was 
immediately sentenced to six months in the 
Penitentiary without remarks from counset or 
judge. Attheend of the six months Moses 
will be taken to Brooklyn to answer charges 
against him for swindling in that city, where 
he represented himself to be a brother of 
Gov. Colquitt, of Georgia. 

At 6 o’clock last night Moses occupied a 
chair on the ground floor of the Tombs. He 
was smoking a pipe and his feet rested on a 
stove. His companiun was Chase, the bigam- 
ist. A prison-keeper remarked to the re- 
porter: “The ex-Governor seems to be a 
high-toned chap. He wanted to know if he 
could be‘taken to the island.

An Old-Time Religious Fraud. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. 


A few days ago I entered the society library 
for the purpose of consulting some old vol- 
umes, and, much to my surprise, saw & man 
whom I had known as a Pearl street clerk 
forty years ago. This man is Henry Sands, 
who, though now seventy-eight, has the use 
of all his faculties and is still able to earn a 
living. As soon as I saw Sands I recalled 
the name of Matthias, the notorious impos- 
ter, one of whose principal dupes was 
Robert Folger, the former employer of 
the veteran clerk. I well remember the 
firm of Wood & Folger, hardware dealers 
in Pearl street, but this wag several years 
after the exposure of the fraud, and Folger 
was thentrving to recover his lost wealth. 
The Matthias imposture is oneof the most 
remarkable proofs of human gullibility on 
record. Robert Matthias was a native of 
Washington county, and was bred a carpen- 
ter. No doubt the success of Joe Smithin 
starting Mormonism encouraged him to 
make a similar attempt. He acquired a habit 
of religious exhortations, allowed his hair 
and beard to grow, and came to New York in 
search of dupes. These can always be found 
in a great city,and here Matthias,who claimed 
tobe a new manifestation of the Messiah, 
soon had an encouraging circle of converts. 

Among the dupes of this adroit villain was 
aretired merchant, ofa morbid frame, in 
which the religious element predominated. 
This man, whose name was Pierson, was 
altogether unbalanced, and was ready for any 
new “ism” that might be presented. He 
received Matthias to his house, where the 
latter soon became master. As the acknowl- 
edged Messiab he had control of the proper- 
ty of his dupe, who seemed perfectly happy 
in this bondage. Another of the so-called 
converts was {Robert Folger, a retired mer- 
chant, who lived in Sing Sing. Here Matthias 
was reccived as a representative of the Deity, 
and bis converts were also sheltered in the 
same house. Like all other false religions, 
licentiousness became a leading feature in 
their orgies, and the scenes enacted in this 
dwelling were too revolting for recital. Pier- 
son was ruined, and Matthias, having wasted 
the property, poisoned (as it is supposed) its 
former owner. Folger was finacially ruined, 
and awoke too late toa full sense of the ri- 
diculous imposture. Matthias then fled, but 

"ag arrested and tried for poisoning Pierson. 
The proof, however, was not sufficient for 
conviction, but he was sent to prisen for 
three months as a Vagrant and impostor, after 
which he disappeared. Folger returned to 
trade and formed the house to which I 
have referred, but he never retrieved his for- 
tune, and died poor. Henry Sands was 
clerk in their employment, and often saw 
Matthias, who, in bis view of the case, was 
merely a coarse and vulgar man. How he 
acquired such power over others is certainly 
a mystery.

A SMALL IRISH GRIEVANCE, 
Those who study the Irish question with 
the care it deserves know that the miserable 
misgovernment of which the people justly 
complain, and against which, in one way or 
another, they are always rebelling, is not con- 
fined to great things, suchas the tenure of 
land and oppressive taxation, but shows it- 
self in little things as well. Unfortunately 
for a correct estimate of the burden which 
Ireland is compelled to bear, these little 
things—which aggregate enormously—are 
comparatively unknown to the world at large; 
the telegraph never mentioning them, and 
the correspondents of American journals 
rarely giviog them the attention they merit. 
We are, in the present instance, indebted toa 
stray copy of the Derry Journal for a char- 
acteristic illustration of the manner in which 
the strouger nation habitually treats the 
weaker. 
By a law of long standing the Boards of 
rdigus for the poor in England and Scot- 
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land send over to Ireland all Irish paupers 
found in the work-houses. As long as the 
Irishman or woman is seif-supporting by 
means of labor, he or she is welcome to re- 
main; but the moment ill-health, old age 
or lack of employment reduces them 
to poverty, they are shipped back to their 
native soil, though they may have been ab- 
sent from it twenty, thirty or sixty years. In 
other words, when they are worn out in the 
service of English or Scotch employers, they 
are driven into Ireland, where they must 
either starve or be maintained by Irish tax- 
payers. During the last three years more 
than seven hundred of these paupers have 
been thus transferred; and when Irish rep- 
resentatives in Parliament protest against 
this grievance and ask for its redress, they 
are invariably voted down by the members 
from England and Scotland, regardless of 
politics. A few weeks ago Sir HENRY 
BRUCE presented a bill designed to cover the 
case, ard moved its second reading in an able 
andunanswerable speech. The motion was 
lost by a vote of 91to0172. One of the argu- 
ments used by the Scotch opposition was that, 
in event of the passage of the bill, there 
would be an influx from Ireland of poor fam- 
ilies, as the accommodations and fare in the 
Scotch work-houses are superior to those in 
the Irish; consequently Scotland would soon 
be saddled with an unbearable load of foreign 
pauperism. Asif a peopie whose love for 
their native land is proverbial woul!d volun- 
tarily leave it for the sake of board 
and lodgings ina Scotcn work-house! Mr. 
NoLAN, an Jrish member, made asharp point 
when he inquired “‘what would be thought 
of America if, after employing Irish laborers 
while they were able to work, she drove 
them away from her shores and sent them 
back to Ireland when they were no longer 
strong enough to drudge and toilto her ad- 
vantage ?”’ 

The simple fact of the matter is thatin all 
things, small and great, England has always 
treated Ireland as a conquered province, 
rather than an integral portion of the em- 
pire. She is good enough to furnish money 
for England’s treasury, and blood for Eng- 
land’s battles, but not good enough to share 
England’s political blessing. She is Eng- 
land’s hereditary “‘Shewer of wood and draw- 
er of water,’? and her demands for an equa! 
partnership in the firm of which she fs nomin- 
ally a member are looked upon as treason and 
resented accordingly. It is sometimes said 
that Irish dissatisfaction exists only in the 
south and west of Ireland, amonga popula- 
tion almost exclusively Catholic.

A SALOON-KEEPER JAILED. 


Falling to Pay Uncle Sam Gets Jacob 
Koniclius Into Trouble. 


Jacob Koniclius, a saloon-keeper at 2005 
Kosciusko street, was hauled up before the 
United States District Court to-day for per- 


‘sistent violation of the revenue 
law, Koniclius for some time 
past has been conducting a little 


saloon without paving the liquor license. He 
was warned several times by the revenue 
officers, but he was not disposed to heed 
and latterly became defiant about it, saying 


that the United States could not 
make anything out of him 
anyhow. The revenue authorities 


were lenient with him on account of his mi«- 
fortunes. He had served in the war and had 
lost the use of one leg. At length the matter 
had to be reported to court and the saloon- 
keeper was arraigned 
upon information filed at in- 
stance of the Internal Revenue Collector.

The presumption is that 
the suitby the Insurance Superintendent in 
December, 1576, was begun in the discharge 
of a pubiic duty and that it was 
not brought collusively to further the 
private interest of any particular 
corporation. This presumption which ob- 
tains in favor of the integrity of action of the 
Insurance Department cannot be lightly over- 
thrown by mere surmise. [i must be over- 
come by evidence showing without resonable 
doubt that the actions were 
coliusively brought. As the _—‘testi- 
mony does not tend to establish 
what isclaimed forit py the Columbia re- 
ceiver,and as the transactions took'place some 
time after the tranefer of assets was resolved 
upon in October, 1876, and seem to have no 
direct bearing on the transfer, the court ex- 
cludes the record in the two suits named. 

The trial of the case wil! 0e resumed to- 
morrow. But little interest is manifested in it 
vy the Columbia poli¢y-holders,who have sick- 
ened with hope deferred and have little faith 
in recovering a dividend after all the expenses 
of litigation have been disbursed from the 
salvage fund.

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A MISMANAGED -FAIR., 


Mr. E. A. Filley States the Cause 
of His Resignation. 


- — 
—_— 


Ilow the Cattle Men View Mr. Green’s 
Condact—A Serious Blow to the 
Association. 


There is much unfavorable comment among 
the business community and those interested 
in the success of the Fair over Presi- 
dent Green’s course towards Mr. E. A. Filley. 
Green’s action in the matter is universally 
condemned. It is also regretted that Mr. 
Filley, who has been one of the oldest and 
hardest workers for the success of the Fair, 
should be forced to take the step he did, as 
mentioned in yesterdav’s PostT-DISPATOH. 


Mr. Filley has ,been Green’s friend con- 
sistently and al’ the time. He simply issued 
passes, a8 amemober of the Executive Board 
had arighttodo. A particular friend of his 
went out there with a pass, and it was re- 
ceived in a manner which was an insult to 
the giver and the holder of the pasa. 
Mr. Filley wrote, asking an explanation, 
aod President Green did not even notice the 
letter. Mr. Filley had nothing further to do 
but resign the three positions in which Green 
had placed him, Viz.: President 
of the executive . board, super- 
intendent of the cattle department, 
and second vice-president of the association. 
Mr. Filley was seen this morniny, and he was 
very reluctant to discuss the situation at ali. 
‘*T have been issuing these passes,’? said he, 
‘during tbe years 1880, 1881 and part of this 
year. There was never the slightest objec- 
tion, sofar as I know. When I was only 
a director I never did 80, but 
since [ became _ president of the Executive 
Board I have given them, never doubting I 
hed aright.” 

**‘Did Mr. Green ever intimate that he 
wanted you to stop?” 

“No, sir, Ashort time ago an _  inti- 
mate friend of mine went out 
with one of my passes and the gate-keeper 
insisted ontakingitup. My friend had been 
in on the pass before and he refused to hand 
it over, butthe gate-keeper showed an order 
signed by Kalb, by order of 
the president, ordering that the pass be 
taken up, and it was handed over accordingly. 
I would hardly believe it. Iwas aimost cer- 
tain that if Mr. Green objected to my using 
the passes, as be knew I bad been doing for 
years, he would have told me personally 
or written mea note. I would have stopped 
at once. But this way of going 
about the matter seemed very strange, 
so I wroteto Green, asking an explanation, 
and he never thought it worth his while to 
answer me. I had nothing else to do but re- 
siga the position for which I was indebted to 
Mr. Green, and I did so Wednesday morning. 
I resigned as president of the 
Executive Board, as superintendent of the 
cattle department and as 2d vice-president, 
but not as director, as I was elected to that 
position by the stockholders.” 

‘* What do you think of Green’s conduct?” 

‘‘Tam at a loss to know what he means 
or why he should have acted so to me. i 
have always been his friend, and whv he 
should treat me .so I cannot understand. 
He could have fixed the whole matter by 
writing to me,and he should at least have an- 
swered mv note, asking for anexplanation. I 
cannot understand him at all.’? 

Mr. Filley has been in chsrge of the cattle 
department for several years. Under bis 
management it has been highly successful, 
and he is known in connection with it to all 
the stock men and stock journals in the coun- 
try. Tey will all regret the change. The 
Western Live Stock Journal, published by 
Mr. S. H. Burt, in this city, referred to the 
matter éditortaily vesterday as follows: 

‘*MR, FILLEY RESIGNS, 

‘Tt will be a surprise to our readers to learn 
that Mr. E. A. Filley, who has for years been 
superintendent of the cattle department of 
the St. Louis Fair, and who has done more 
to insure the success of this branch of the 
annual exposition than all the other members 
ofthe direciory put together,has tendered his 
resignation. Mr. Filiey is weil known to all 
the leading cattle men ofthe countrv, and it 
will be a bard matter for the association to 
find any one who can acceptably fill his posi- 
tion. Itis not as yet known who will be 
called to take ihe vacancy thus created, but 
we venture the prediction that the cattle ex- 
hibit will show Mr. Filley’s absence this 
year.” 

In to-days issue of the Journal, the report 
of the rupture and resignation as published 
in yesterday's PostT-DISPATCH is quoted 
wiih the foliowing editorial comment: 

“The above is correct in nearly every par- 
ticular. Mr. Filley resigned as superintend- 
ent of the esttle department, and as first 
vice-president of the Executive Board. He 
did not resign as director of the association, 
a position to which he was elected lately by 
the stockholders. ‘This morning’s Giobe- 
Democrat puts it thus.’”? 

The Journal then quotes the Globe-Demo- 
crat’s mention of the matter this morniog,and 
concludes by saving: 

“it is surprising that such a paper as the 
Globe-Democrat should be so narrow-mind- 
ed. Mr. Filley sent a note to Mr. Green re- 
questing an explanation ofthe affair, on the 
29 hult. Mr. Green left town a few days 
later without making a reply,and bas not 
donesoup tothe present time. Mr. Filey 
did what any man would do who could not be 
usedasa tool by an unserupulous man— 
banded in bis resignation. It was a direct 
insult not only to Mr. Filley, but his friends 
also, and he bas spirit enough ‘to resent it. 
Mr. Green does not own tne Fair Association, 
and he will soon so learn.’? 


Bridges Across the Mississippi. 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—Two bilis now be 
fore Congress are of espec al interest to the 
river and railroad men ofyour city. They 
prescribe the rules which shall govern in the 
construction of bridges over the Mississippi, 
Missouri, Ohio and Lilinois rivers, and at this 
time, when so many bridges are being con- 
structed, and 80 much being done to aid the 
navigation of the rivers in question, the mat- 
ter is especially interesting. The principal 
one of these bills is one introduced by Sena- 
tor Vest, authorizing the construction of 
bridges on the Mississippi above Natchez, the 
Missouri and Lilinois River, and prescribing 
the character, dimensions, etc,, thereof. It 
provides that on low bridges the pivot spans 
enall, at least one of them, be located over the 
best part of the channel, andin such manner 
as to be most easily reached by boats at all 
stages of water. In alllow bridgesa protection 
pier must be Suilt of masonry or crib work, 
extending from the pivot pier up stream 
1,000 feet, arranged with ring bolts and fen- 
der planks #0 that boats may tie up alongside 
ofitand drop down jhrough the bridge if 
unable to make the pafsage under headway. 
In high bridges the “channel spans’’ are to 
be placed over the best channel, the piers to 
be built paratlel with the current. In case 


the approaches to draw or channel spans are 
found dangerous or difficult, the Secretary 
of War is authorized to construct “sheer 
booms” to aid pavigation and better the 
channel, and require the bridge owners to 
pav the cost. On the Missouri the high 
bridges above the mouth of the Osage River 
must bave two channel spans of 3800 feet 
each, andthe low bridges two pivot spans 
with 160 feet opening for each. Below the 
Osage there must be three channel spans of 
300 feet eachinthe high bridges and two 
pivot spans with 200 feet of channel way in 
ach.

Between the L[ilinois and a 
point eight miles above the St. Louis bridge 
the hich bridges are to have two channel spans 
of 400 feet each, and the low ones one draw 
400 feet, All bridges between the St. Louis 
bridge and a point eight miles above must 
have two channel spans of 500 feet each, or 
one of 600 feet. This rule also applies to 
bridges between St. Louis and the Ohio River. 
In addition, the bridges in this section of the 
river must also have one draw span. Below 
the Ohio the same rule holus, save that there 
must be three channel spans of 500 feet each 
orone of 600 feet. On the Illinois River 
there must be one channel span of 300 feot in 
the high bridges. and one draw span 
of 160 feet in the arawbridges. 
On the Ohiotne high. bridges must bave a 
channel span of 600 feet, and those below 
Cincinnati must have also a draw with two 
openings of 160 feet each. The bills pre- 
scribe that the bridges shall be built under 
supervision of the Secretary of War, and only 
after intention of such construction shail 
have been advertised in papers in the priaci- 
pal cities on or adjacent to the rivers in in- 
terest.
